WHAT  iS  BRONCHITIS?

The  liver  is  the  largest  and  most  important  gland 
in  the  body.  It  is  situated  in  the  right  side  below 
the  ribs  and  between  the  stomach  and  spine.

Dyspepsia  may  be  defined  to  be  a  depression  of 
the  actions  of  the  stomach  or  a  diminution  of  its 
power  to  digest  food.
